The parents are the child’s first and constant 
teachers religion, with special sacramental 
grace received through the Sacrament 
Matrimony, aid them the fulfillment 
this duty.

Both the initial 
contact and the follow-up visiting are impor- 
tant. Through them the fisher home visitor 
establishes friendly relations with the home 
effort win the good will and co- 
operation the parents what the parish 
school religion seeks for their children. 

sense, however, this visiting supple- 
mentary. Usually the second and subsequent 
contacts reach only those homes whose chil- 
dren are absent from religion class. want 
some program that will two things; first, 
establish, and second, maintain mutual under- 
standing and active co-operation between the 
home and the religion center. 


Parent-Catechist Meetings 


number centers the yearly program 
includes what term parent-catechist meet- 
ings. The idea behind these simple, yet vital 
for the effective teaching religion; 
bring together the parents who are who 
should teaching religion the home, and 
the catechists who supplement that teaching 
the religious instructions they give the 
parish religion center the religious vacation 
school. Mutual understanding essential; 
too concerted effort. Both are impossible 
unless each agency concerned with this par- 
ticular work knows and appreciates what the 
others are doing. Even for parochial school 
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children, large percentage what done 
for and with the child school lost when 
the home does not co-operate. This loss 
sometimes estimated high per cent. 
this true the children Catholic 
schools, with far greater reason can say 
children CCD classes. One cannot stress 
too much the importance mutual under- 
standing and co-operation between the parents 
and the teachers religion. One more point: 
the religion center should parish activity. 
cannot unless the parents take active 
interest. 

How can the parents’ interest secured, 
increased? One effective way hold 
parent-catechist meetings. The idea not 
new. The public schools have their Parent- 
Teacher Associations; circular sent out 
recently from the department education 
the National Catholic Welfare Conference, for 
American Education Week, reference was 
made the Home and School Association 
the parochial school system. hope that 
before long may possible have 
School, and Church Association the name 
not important recognized part the 
parent-educator division the CCD. Such 
association, well planned and well directed, 
should prove valuable instrument estab- 
lishing and maintaining contact between the 
CCD classes and the home and making 
the work each easier and more effective. 

Monthly meetings would excellent. 
Where this not immediately possible, even 
one two meetings held during the school 
year during the sessions the RVS will 
make appreciable difference. 
program for meeting could include brief 
instruction the pastor the importance 
religious training some related subject, 
talk one the Sisters what they try 
for and with the children and what 
the parents can make this effort more 
effective. (Most would include that 
request that the parents insist regular 
attendance religion class and study 
home.) Usually give little demonstration 
how teach prayer, some other phase 
teaching religion. Afterward, parents and 
teachers meet talk over their mutual in- 
terest: the children. And this time 
that frequently hear the parents say, 
“The children weren’t the only ones 
learned this afternoon. That demonstration 
taught well.” 

The time, place, and frequency the 
ings depend number factors, among 
them the location the religion center. 
comparatively easy plan for 
center, and well keep mind that mat- 
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ter how rural parish may be, such meetings 
can held. fact, times they may 
more easily held the country than the 
city, for the rural parish frequently center 
community life and the people are accus- 
tomed both parishioners and citizens, 
meet and work together. 


Parents Want Help 


Parents are almost pitifully eager for some 
assistance teaching religion their chil- 
dren. Sometimes find them enrolling 
our lay catechist training classes and the 
reason they give revealing. One mother 
wrote: “We want know all the answers 
possible order teach our children be- 
come good Catholics, and become better 
Catholics ourselves. also want know and 
read good Catholic books and able 
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understand them more fully.” who are 
trained teacher techniques and who know 
the materials available for the teaching re- 
ligion home, are privileged when are 
permitted give this assistance. Parent- 
catechist meetings offer many opportunities. 

Still another contact made between the 
home and CCD classes when the Sisters who 
teach the religion center visit the home 
the children. Where the Sisters are mem- 
bers teaching Sisterhoods, this rarely 
possible during the school year, but 
possible during religious vacation school when 
the rule the Congregation does not forbid 
and the Sisters are not teaching double 
sessions. Many congregations count such 
visiting essential part their work 
parish connection with both the year- 
round classes and the RVS. 
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summarize: Contact with the home 
essential the CCD program religious 
instruction for elementary grade children 
effective can and should be. There 
are various ways which establish and 
maintain this contact: the work the 
“fishers” home visitors, the visiting Sis- 
ters, parent-catechist meetings, and possible 
parent-catechist association. close with 
this principle: Adaptation the teaching 
religion needs created the environments 
which the children live essential 
adaptation content and methods teaching 
their interests and intellectual ability. These 
needs are best learned through direct contact 
with the home, but when this not possible, 
they may fairly well gauged through con- 
tact with the parents made possible the 
other ways indicated. 


What Use Business Education? 


many our liberal arts colleges 
today recognize business education 
their educational pattern? After sampling 
that majority do; and noted especially 
that they include the subjects, the 
particular phase business education that 
wish discuss. offering this type 
training are these colleges sacrificing hu- 
man values? Some advocates the strictly 
liberal arts college would have believe 
they are. the other hand, there are very 
few business educators who hold that col- 
lege training should devoted entirely 
business education; fact, they are em- 
phatic stressing that generous propor- 
tion the cultural subjects given all 
future businessmen. the proponents 
liberal education would come halfway and 
admit the need subjects that have vo- 
cational bearing and that will help man 
earn living, then our educational leaders 
would not plead guilty the following 
charge: “College graduates lack business 
experience, are impractical theorists, and 
lack fundamental business 
Knowing the attitude both groups then, 
question is: Why can’t the business 
subjects supplement the liberal arts? 

The majority students entering col- 
lege today want cultural development, but 
the same time they desire training for 
specific position life. Parents, when they 
consider with school authorities the prob- 
lem college education for their chil- 
dren, invariably ask, “What will Jane

Emphasize Principles 


Reputable authorities agree that the 
pupil must led, guided, encouraged, but 
not forced his artistic efforts.

The Cost 


Getting rooms and teachers are two dif- 
ficulties but there another problem.

Certainly cannot ask our Catholic 
people for more money, burdened they 
are with double taxation. Neither can 
keep these children out school chil- 
dren who need our help more than any 
other group making financially im- 
possible for them attend.

Some may object training arts and 
crafts high school saying that boys and 
girls can get later adult education 
classes without such great expenditure 
the part school system. certain num- 
ber will; there doubt that. 
bers adult education classes are often 
those who had drop out high school. 
However, not all dropouts join these 
groups and this division, not capa- 
ble present high school curriculum and 
not planning finish high school much 
less take postgraduate work, for whom 
are speaking. for them that request 
courses suited their abilities. 

Though there slight movement to- 
ward the inclusion arts and crafts 
the high school curriculum, not enough 
being done make them available the 
group that needs them most, and there 
not sufficient number other subjects 
make four-year program possible for 
these lower pupils. 

Catholic education, ever progressive 
the truest sense, can hesitate longer. 
reflecting this need, Catholic educators 
could ponder well the succinct advice given 
Janet Erskine Stuart years ago that 
fathers did. for what they 
would they were 

Surely, the most conservative father 
grandfather tottering the contemporary 
educational scene, after casting one glance 
the dropout figures, would not hesitate 
recommend curriculum modification 
meet the needs these students. 

“Tf some students are lower mental 
ability and secondary education required 
this group, then high schools must take 
account this variation,” would say, 
“or classical training logical thinking 
not what was said be.” 

Catholic grandfather surveying the sit- 
uation would beyond mere logic. 
would admit the classics splendid disci- 
pline, the liberal arts ennobling, but 
argue that they are not meant for all. The 
higher humanism would advocate for 
this lower group that which results from 
effort “to develop personality son 
God.” Greek not needed for this, nor 
Latin, but only earnest use those gifts 
God has given and fidelity the graces 
imparts. 

That those less highly favored mentally 
may their part, let ours. Let 
provide them with the means capitalize 
their endowment that their sec- 
ondary education they may helped 
real achievement, success that will re- 
main for all eternity.

and not fanatical believer book 
learning when say such thing. think 
that foolish play down the ac- 
cumulation knowledge the boys and 
girls who will living the world 
the future. They must know things 
well things. 

The background the United States 
different from that any other nation. 
has greater quantity accomplishments 
its credit and these accomplishments are 
greater quality and variety than those 
any other nation. And the emotional 
nature Americans changeable. 

When saw the motion picture “All 
Quiet the Western Front” 1931, 
remember well the cheers the audience 
the Chicago theater seeing German 
soldiers advance and French soldiers re- 
treat. When Mussolini attacked Ethiopia 
1936, remember well the song sung 
well-known comedian that day. 
was called “Let Them Keep Over 
There.” 

Now, after war which 300,000 
Americans died, seek German help 
against Communism. Now learn that 
the Japanese are our friends. prominent 
magazine prints colorful article telling 
how the little brown men Dai Nippon 
are marching again potential help for 
any struggle the future against 
mutual Marxist enemies.

too many schools emphasizing in- 
terest rather than need proves the easiest 
way out and satisfies the greatest per- 
centage parents and pupils. Showism 
which de-emphasizes hard work wrong. 
Hard work vital part anything 
worth while and this principle can ap- 
plied athletics, music, dramatics, any 
skills that accomplish more than dancing 
around the tepee. 

Competition has place education 
but only place. can used 
medium which teach many the 
things which properly prepared citizen 
the United States must know but 
not important enough hold the center 
the American school stage. 

Display something natural and give 
reasonable free play school life does 
harm, but allow form alliance 
with and, thereby, form 
showism undesirable and dangerous. 
schools would better schools 
knowledge, skill, and development were 
stronger factors their lifeblood. 


Avoid Affectation 


The word “affectation” furnishes the 
best lead what mean showism 
education. Many American parents have 
tendency want show their children 
off before the world. appeals their 
vanity. These parents forget, however, 
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that their children must study and the 
things which will bring them the knowl- 
edges and skills necessary get along 
the complicated present-day world. 

preparation for life marked train- 
ing knowledge, training skill, and 
all-round development cannot made 
atmosphere where competition and dis- 
play receive undue recognition. Too many 
parents want puff about and strut about 
with their children and let somebody else 
worry about whether not they learn 
anything. This the false affectation that 
causes showism spring out the alli- 
ance competition and display. 

This showism major factor the 
lifeblood American education because 
too many Americans want be. All 
work with boys and girls has convinced 
that the emphasis interest the 
theory educational practice coupled with 
the natural vanity parents concerning 
their children and coupled again with the 
trend events and thinking contem- 
porary America has tended give show- 
ism this undue recognition. 

all means, keep childhood free from 
the undesirable things which has been 
subjected the past. all means, have 
American boys and girls show that they 
are really Americans through what they 
say and their school life. But don’t 
forget that good Americans are made 
through good teaching and good teaching 
marked training knowledge, train- 
ing skill, and all-round development. 


What Kind Education? 


But what are you going teach them? 
What are you going your pupils 
won’t learn? What are you going 
your pupils can’t learn? 

The authority mentioned earlier this 
article makes almost blanket statement 
the effect that the enthusiasm some 
pioneers for better schools went too far. 
“The children’s interests became the chief 
criterion curriculum development; the 
needs society were ignored.” 

Child training too often has become mere 
child control that control which consists 
bowing-and-scraping-by-the-teacher-to- 
his-pupils-in-order-that-that-teacher-might- 
get-along-with-his-pupils. Control chil- 
dren education will simple matter, 
really child training, when showism only 
one factor the lifeblood education. 

Skill will then have its place. Likewise 
knowledge. Boys and girls will learn 
valuable things. They will learn that they

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the complex world today. Develop- 
ment will automatic such educa- 
tion. 

But what are you going teach them? 
Does not human nature demand strong 
place for showism? Maybe have forced 
showism upon human nature. so, can 
not reverse the trend?

SURVEY 


generally recognized the public 
school systems the country that large 
percentage the children (according the 
White House Report 1930) are impeded 
their powers communication, and there- 
handicapped their progress school, 
speech hearing defects. There 
reason believe that the pupils our 
parochial schools are different this respect. 
The following report survey the 
parochial schools Midwestern diocese. 
The results should fairly characteristic 
any diocese, allowing for slightly lower 
figure here due the fact that the diocese 
rural and most the schools are small 
(less than 100 pupils each). 

This survey was made during the school 
year 1948-49. the spring 1948, the 
most easily accessible city schools, all the 
schools one deanery, were visited. The 
pupils grades seven and eight and any 
other pupils who were recommended the 
classroom teachers were given hearing tests 
with audiometer borrowed from the local 
public school board education, and speech 
analyses with balanced sound tests. 

those schools liberal interpretation 
“defect speech” resulted the discovery 
higher numbers cases than schools 
done later where narrower and more prac- 
tical interpretation was made. the latter 
case only the more severe cases were recorded. 

the spring 1949, all the remaining 
parochial schools the diocese were visited. 
The pupils grades seven and eight and 
any other pupils who were recommended 
the classroom teachers were given individual 
pure tone audiometric tests with portable 
individual pure tone audiometer, and speech 
analyses with balanced sound tests. 
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Results the survey follow.

The discussions the status private 
schools which took place the recent 
meeting Boston the American Asso- 
ciation School Administrators point 
the need devoting more attention the 
study the politics education or, 
other words, the relation the state 
education. There seems prevail at- 
mosphere critical resentment against 
private schools though they have 
right exist. The general charge that 
leveled against private schools, whether 
they serve the needs religious group 
cater the children economic class 
that can afford pay high fees, that 
they are divisive. far evidence 
such divisiveness has been produced, cer- 
tainly not nearly much evidence 
found studies made Lloyd 
Warner and his colleagues the divisive 
effect socioeconomic conditions upon 
the kind course pursued, participation 
extracurricular activities, and the friends 
made pupils public high schools. 
schools are divisive simply because they 
are private, then the same may said 
colleges and universities that are not 
tax-supported. gross error believe 
that the attainment the ideals democ- 
racy dependent upon uniformity edu- 
cational institutions. What matters the 
spirit that dominates the aims that they 
seek attain, whether they are public 
private. 

The state has the right the public 
interest and the interest producing 
enlightened citizenry compel parents 


send their children school and 


them there the prescribed leaving 
age. democracy, however, parents 
must have the right send their children 
schools their own choice, but only 
they wish their own expense. 
other words, parents may send their 
children public, tax-maintained schools 
fee-paying private schools schools 
maintained other ways than public 
taxation. But having made the choice 
private school neither parents nor groups 
may claim support from the state, since 
the double tax burden which sometimes 
put forward argument for public 
assistance voluntarily assumed. 

naive concept social forces 
that places the responsibility for creating 
prejudices and intolerance upon any kind

How Much Instruction 


What said about the content 
religious course for the mentally deficient 
child? must remembered that there 
exist varying degrees deficiency; ranging 
from the profound idiot the borderline 
case. most apparent, then, that there 
exists also widely varying expectancy 
potential the spiritual life and religious 
training which these children can attain. 

Thus the idiot with mentality not ex- 
ceeding that three-year-old cannot 
receive much help beyond the grace 
baptism; for moral imputability can hardly 

Going the next higher group, com- 
monly called low grade imbeciles and rang- 
ing from 40, many can very 
properly brought the sacraments. 
Some this group may not learn enough 
receive the sacraments, but they can 
taught some simple prayers and im- 
pressed with the idea active and 
childlike love God. 

The high grade imbecile, ranging 
from all cases, can sufficiently 
instructed receive the sacraments. 

for the moron and the borderline 
cases, ranging from our 
distinct duty make the sacraments avail- 
able them, providing the necessary 
instruction and training. can fail 
this duty toward this group, with less 
than were fail the normal 
child. 

The question that, doubt, lurks the 
mind every teacher is: how much in- 
struction are these children able absorb? 
simple answer would be: “As much 
any normal child the corresponding men- 


tal age can absorb.” would qualify this 
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statement saying that you can safely 
add matters religious, its actual 
mental age, one three years the mental 
ability the deficient child. commonly 
find that children capable only second- 
third-grade work other academic sub- 
jects fairly well with fifth- and sixth- 
grade work religion. 

How this explained? first answer 
would that sincerely believe that for 
the deficiencies gifts the natural order 
God His goodness and justice supplies 
these children with compensating abun- 
dance gifts the supernatural order 
compensating abundance grace. Sec- 
ondly, would say the reason for this 
greater facility learning religion 
residential school because they live the 
faith through their waking day. 


Give Them Practice 


most valuable method imparting 
religious information the mentally de- 
ficient child complement the very ele- 
mentary and fundamental doctrines re- 
ligious practices. Avoid insisting too 
much iron-clad formal information. 
content with the facts religion, and leave 
the reasons for these facts the the- 
ologians. give example: Some 
years ago, class preparing for 
first Communion, had three lads, ranging 
from 30-35, who after months 
drilling could way enumerate the 
Commandments, even when phrased 
most simple language and form. Being 
loathe give up, tried taking each one 
separately and asking specific questions 
the sinfulness virtue things usual 
child’s life covered the Command- 
ments. Result: Not one these three lads 
failed single question. They definitely 
and with certainty knew the subject matter 
the Commandments, although they could 
not enumerate them simple form. 


What Shall Teach? 


Naturally want impart much 
formal religious knowledge these chil- 
dren they can absorb. What should 
course embody? have practically com- 
pleted the task compiling graded 
Catechism containing the necessary ma- 
terial that can more less absorbed 
children from 

Here very sketchy outline: The first 
subject considered heaven. This gives 
the child interesting reason for studying 
catechism and putting into practice what 
learns. Then learn about God and the 
Trinity. now have place which 
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put God— heaven. Having home for 
God important the child.

demption, the Church, and sacraments. 

This material clarified paralleling 
with the life our Lord beginning with 
the Annunciation. this method the child 
not only becomes intimately acquainted 
with the life our Lord, but becomes 
example. There develops childlike 
awareness that his own life derives its 
spiritual potentialities from the life 
Christ. 

Specifically, these children must 
helped realize the existence the Triune 
God, the immortality their soul, and 
its eternal destiny heaven. accom- 
plish this end, they must brought 
realize that they must the will God 
observe the Commandments. They must 
realize the saving effects the work 
Redemption, the need grace, and the 
mechanics the sacraments, especially 
penance and Holy Communion.

Sister Claudia, 


may have been some time ago that 
enjoyed reading Alice’s adventures Won- 
derland, but who has forgotten Alice, 
the Doormouse, the Mad Hatter, Her 
Majesty, the Queen Hearts? Maybe 
would have liked what one little girl 
actually write Lewis Carroll and tell 
him that liked him when read about 
Alice. Truly, the brilliant, venturesome imagi- 
nation Lewis Carroll coupled with his naive 
sense humor and delicacy insight have 
given him place among men letters. But 
just one little peek into his daily journal will 
tell that, teachers and lovers math- 
ematics, too claim Lewis Carroll. Let 
look few entries the year 1881: 

Oct. Came more definite decision 
than have ever yet done that about 
time resign the mathematical lectureship. 
chief motive for holding has been 
provide money for others. shall close 
fifty years old, and shall have held the 
lectureship for exactly years. 

Oct. have just taken important 
step ilfe, sending the dean 
proposal resign the mathematical lectureship 
the end the year. now have 
whole time disposal, and God gives 
life and continued health and strength, 
may hope before powers fail, some 
worthy work writing partly the cause 
mathematical education, partly the cause 
innocent recreation for 

Nov. 30—I find journal that 
gave first Euclid Lecture Monday, 
Jan. 28, 1856. This morning have given 
sadness coming the end anything 
life. 


Hereditary Mathematician 


Lewis Carroll—that his literary name 
actual life, Charles Dodgson, came 
mathematics quite nautrally. His father, 
Archdeacon Dodgson, although adopting 
clerical profession, gave much time, especially 
later life, mathematical pursuits. Despite 
his many duties, personally presided over 
the early education his children. One day 
when Charles was very small boy, came 
his father with book logarithms and 
the request, “Please explain.” Mr. Dodgson 
tried tell his son that was too young 
understand such difficult subject. Charles 
listened quietly enough what his father 
said, but when Mr. Dodgson was finished 
speaking, Charles entreated most earnestly, 
“But please explain.” 

When Charles matriculated Richmond

School the age was quite ac- 
complished boy. The following which 
excerpt the head master’s first report 
Mr. Dodgson tells much about him: 

“Gentle and cheerful his intercourse with 
others, playful and ready conversation, 
capable acquirements and knowledge 
far beyond his years, while his reason 
clear and jealous error, that will not 
rest satisfied without most exact solution 
whatever appears him obscure. has 
passed excellent examination mathe- 
matics just now, exhibiting times illus- 
tration that love precise argument, which 
seems him natural.” 

schoolboy’s letter home not usually 
remarkable for the intelligence displayed 
it. Some Charles’ letters were exception 
this, the following example shows: 

evening was walking out with 
friend mine who attends mathematical 
pupil Mr. Smythies the second mathematical 
master; went Mr. Smythies’ house, 
devoted his duty Mr. Mayor (first 
mathematical master), and asked with 
smile delight, ‘Well, Dodgson, suppose 
you’re getting well with your mathe- 
very clever them, though 
not equal Mr. Mayor, indeed few men 
are, Papa 


Student and Teacher 


Lewis Carroll matriculated Christ Church, 
Oxford, May 23, 1850, and went into 
residence there January 24, 
From that day the hour his death—a 
period years—he belonged “the 
House,” never leaving for any length 
time, becoming almost part it. Here 
the second year residence won first class 
honors the final mathematical school. These 
honors added many others that came his 
way made him the recipient congratulatory 
notes from relatives and friends. Perhaps 
there were too many these for writes, 
getting quite tired being congrat- 
ulated various subjects. There seems 
end it. had shot the Dean could 
hardly have had more said it.” 

December 18, 1854, Lewis Carroll took 
the degree bachelor arts, and October 
15, 1855, was made “master the house” 
which means had all the privileges 
master arts within the walls Christ 
Church before taking this degree the Uni- 
versity. February 15, 1855, was made 
sublibrarian. “This will add £35 in- 
come,” writes, “not much toward inde- 
pendence.” The last entry Mr. Dodgson’s 
diary for this year reads follows: 
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last night the old year, waiting for mid- 
night. has been the most eventful year 
life: began poor bachelor student, 
with definite plans expectations; end 
master and tutor Ch. Ch., with in- 
come more than £300 year, and the course 
mathematical tuition marked out 
providence for least some years come. 
Great mercies, great failings, time lost, talents 
misapplied such has been the past year.” 

For years Lewis Carroll continued the 
capacity mathematical lecturer Christ 
Church, Oxford. During this time became 
deacon the Anglican Church. With great 
sincerity thought and purpose fulfilled 
the duties the clerical state. never 
married. lived full life, though simple 
one. His literary work progressed with the 
years. always came quite revelation 
his undergraduates who heard for the first 
time that their mathematics professor, Mr. 
Dodgson, and the author, Lewis Carroll, were 
identical. 


The Monkey Problem 


The ingenuity which Lewis Carroll showed 
his literary work was not absent from the 
mathematical problems which proposed for 
solution. Even some his mathematical 
friends were puzzled his “Monkey and 
Weight” problem: 

wheel fixed the roof building; one 
end the rope weight fixed, which 
exactly counterbalances the monkey which 
hanging the other end. Suppose that the 
monkey begins climb the rope, what will 
the result?” 

The following extract from the Diary illus- 
trates the several possible answers which may 
given: 

“Got Professor Clifton’s answer the 
‘Monkey and Weight Problem.’ very 
curious the different views taken good 
mathematicians. Price says the weight goes up, 
with increasing velocity; Clifton and (Har- 
court) that goes the same rate the 
monkey; while Sampson says that goes 
down.” 

1888 Mr. Dodgson published the first 
part incomplete mathematical series 
called Curiosa Mathematica. was entitled 
New Theory Parallels.” The object 
which Mr. Dodgson set himself accomplish 
was prove the thirty-second proposition 
Euclid’s first book without the use the 
axiom which states: One and only one line can 
drawn through given point parallel 
given line. The thirty-second proposition 
Book is: any triangle, one the sides 
produced, the exterior angle equal the 
two interior and opposite angles, and the three 
interior angles the triangle are equal two 
right angles. Lewis Carroll concludes 
treatise thus: 

inclined believe that ever 
Euclid proved without new axiom, 
will some new and ampler definition 
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the Right definition which 
shall connote that mysterious property, which 
must somehow possess, which causes Euclid 
true. Try that track, gentle 
reader! not much trodden yet and may 
success attend your search!” 


Pillow Problems 


“Pillow Problems—thought out during 
wakeful hours” comprises the second part 
Mathematica. Mr. Dodgson solved 
these problems while lying awake night. 
His chief motive publishing them was

Junior Police Court 
Sister Annette, 


Our Junior Police Court serves two pur- 
poses. Its primary function furnish 
means dealing with various discipline prob- 
lems that arise. Like most other schools, 
have group Junior for 
outside duty, girls for tasks within the school 
building whose help dismissal time has 
become indispensable. These officers have 
authority make out arrest slips for offenders 
who refuse obey set regulations. These 
tickets require the following information: 
full name offender, room number offend- 
er, date which the offense occurred, type 
offense, arresting officer, and witness wit- 
nesses. These tickets are given the prin- 
cipal. Periodically, usually every two weeks, 
court session held. Previous this, the 
principal decides which cases are settled 
the court.

clerk serves subpoenas the defendants and 
notifies arresting officers and witnesses 
present the session. designated time, 
the arresting officers, witnesses, six jury mem- 
bers, defense attorney, prosecuting attorney, 
bailiff, and court clerk assemble the “court 
room” (either classroom other suitable 
place). The defendants are gathered 
adjoining room from which they will called 
individually appear court. 

the judge enters the court room, the 
court clerk requests everybody rise. 
then continues, “The Junior Safety Court 
St. Edward School now session, the 
Honorable Judge (gives Judge’s name here) 
presiding. Silence commanded. Please 
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seated.” far practical and possible, the 
procedure regular court followed.

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Class Public Speaking

The day stood before class shuffling 
pack playing cards, the pupils were 
all attention. could see surprised glances 
going from one the other, and broad grins 
spreading over their faces. knew had 
aroused their curiosity. They had never seen 
any teacher use deck cards class- 
room before. 

walked down the aisle, allowing each boy 
draw card from the pack. Afterward, 
distributed slips paper, asking that each 
boy write his name, and indicate which card 
had drawn. 

For weeks had been preparing class 
for this occasion the public speaking 
period. Now was the crucial moment. Would 
they enthusiastic about radical method, 
would end many others that had 
tried! With prayer lips, proceeded 
with the explanation. 


Machinery 


informed them that the deck cards 
would divided into two stacks and 
From stack the card drawn would 
determine the first speaker the day. 
would requested speak least two 
minutes. did, then would given 
point; not, nothing would deducted from 
his grade. After his speech, the student 
selected drawing the first card from stack 
criticized the speaker. Then two other cards 
would drawn succession from stack 
and each these pupils requested make 
criticism. extra points were given for their 
criticism. they were unable criticize, they 
were penalized one point. 

Speaking was optional. When boy’s card 
turned up, had the privilege accepting 
points were deducted. The same held for 
those who spoke less than two minutes. 
often happened that boy who had spoken 
the previous day was chosen lot speak 
the next day. The teacher could hardly expect 
him prepared for another speech such 
short notice. This was the reason why every- 
one had chance accept refuse speak 
when his card was drawn. 

pupils, not all the cards the deck had been 
drawn the boys the start the project. 
The remaining cards were with the 
chosen ones for the pack used public 
speaking. When unassigned card would 
turn up, stack would immedi- 
ately proceed continue turn cards 
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successively, until one that had been assigned 
had been drawn. The idea retaining all the 
cards was add item suspense 
promote keener interest. 


Brief Speeches 


The public speaking period was limited 
ten minutes each day. Assuming that each 
speaker would consume several minutes and 
the criticisms the speeches another minute 
two, the time would consumed. first, 
this enabled have three speakers and 
nine critics each day. enthusiasm and in- 
terest developed, the talks lengthened five 
minutes. When this happened could ac- 
commodate only two speakers and critics. 
Toward the end the semester, one speaker 
used all the time available. There were times 
when the ten minutes were consumed before 
the speech was completed. Then the class 
would ask extend the time that they 
could hear the entire talk. always accommo- 
dated them. Three criticisms followed quickly, 
and then shifted the new lesson gram- 
mar for the day. 

first, there were few boys who refused 
speak when their cards were drawn. These 
were the timid lads. But when they saw how 
anxious the others were have chance 
get front the class speak, wasn’t 
long before they crawled into line. fact, 
toward the end the semester, many those

Classroom politeness and etiquette were 
fostered. (The speaker always thanked the 
student for his correction.) 

Students’ ears were attuned catch 
grammatical errors and mispronunciations. 

Each boy felt that the class was inter- 
ested him and his speech. 

Speaking poise was created. 

With the growing confidence the 
speakers, nervousness tended disappear. 

Promptness getting down business 
was encouraged. The students were anxious 
get started speak listen the talks.

Model Youth 


Because Joan possessed three the noblest 
virtues known manhood womanhood, 
teachers might justly represent her the 
“model youth.” Courage, love truth, and 
simplicity formed the nucleus her rare 
combination heroism and sanctity. Courage 
faith God and self. Joan’s faith, more- 
over, does not belong particular age, but 
all times. “If said that God had not sent 
me, should damn myself, for true that 
God has sent me,” she declared stalwartly after 
brief exposition human frailty. “All that 
said and revoked said for fear the fire. 
... did not intend deny visions.” Her 
love truth absorbed her whole life. “Sim- 
says Coventry Patmore, “is the grace 
shooting straight without detour dis- 
traction The way 
which the 18-year-old girl general gave com- 
mands reflects this virtue. “Have other 
thought than strike.” all-out effort 
everything for God and country, the 
Maid Orleans tried desperately rally 
the retreating Frenchmen, but vain. With 
the courage the martyrs our day, she 
accepted the year imprisonment, her being 
purchased the English, the bearing 
mockery, anxiety, mental torture, and finally 
condemnation and agonizing death fire. 

Since these memorable events the fif- 
teenth cenutry, Joan has been acclaimed 
the French people shining exemplar 
self-sacrificing devotion. Her wonderful ex- 
ploits commanding the French army have 
made her quite naturally the idol her native 
land, the embodiment true and exalted 
patriotism. But, most important, her virtuous 
life has won sainthood for her. 


Universal Recognition 


For the first time, however, the history

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object hero worship all parts the 
world. Indeed the phrase “this era 
Joan Arc” quite apropos.

After Joan 
herself, one would more surprised than 
Péguy, the soldier-writer who loudly sang 
her praises. His great love, esteem, and desire 
that suitable honor rendered her may 
seen from the following conversation his 
with friend related Correspondent: 
“Nobody, you understand, nobody knows 
how justice Jeanne d’Arc. dear 
man, the day when shall received into 
the French Academy, shall tell them who 
Jeanne d’Arc is. accomplish this properly, 
should have replace Anatole France. 
Wouldn’t that fine? Then I’d tell them what 
Jeanne d’Arc has done —to sure.” 
Unfortunately, Péguy has not lived until 
this day when not only national but inter- 
national justice being meted out her.

every conceivable opportunity, but 
especially during the social science classes, 
pupils displayed such keen interest 
animals that their lively discussions them 
amazed me. The accounts their animal- 
trapping experiences enlivened the conversa- 
tions. Some boys spoke with unusual con- 
fidence and conviction which gave evidence 
previous extensive book reading. was 
this point that decided harness and 
direct their bubbling enthusiasm into channels 
from which the greatest benefit could 
derived.

The list included the following animals 
North America: mountain lion, grizzly bear, 
white-tailed deer, beaver, elk, moose, coyote, 
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black bear, raccoon, American bison. Those 
the Arctic lands and seas were: wolf, col- 
lared lemming, arctic fox, fur seal, mush ox, 
wolverine, caribou, right whale, walrus, sea 
otter. Each child was liberty choose the 
animal which was particularly interested. 
order prevent repetition identical 
material only two pupils were allowed 
select the same animal for thorough study. 

Besides the two latest sets encyclopedias 
our class, the school librarian lent twenty 
colorful books animals which she knew 
the pupils would read avidly. With this ma- 
terial our command, the pupils easily could 
gather the desired information. The science 
periods three weeks were turned over 
the pupils for the free reading their ma- 
terial, preparing their talks, and drawing pic- 
tures their animals. The outline which re- 
mained the blackboard during the animal 
study guided the students finding the essen- 
tials about the particular animal.

proposed launch another similar project. 
Achievement brought satisfaction and instinc- 
tively the pupils were extending invitation 
themselves for more learning.

growth and development pupils during 
these research projects. The dynamic quality 
interest was sustained throughout the length 
the activity. The evidence joy due 
achievement assured that the right kind 
experiences, activities, endeavors, and learn- 
ings had been attained. Through them the 
mental, emotional, cultural, spiritual 
growth pupils had been carried forward. 

Through the oral reports the pupils taught 
each other the basic ideas the need 
conservation wild life and man’s use 
the animals.

EPILOGUE: SHOWER 
ROSES 


sooner had her soul taken flight than 
the joy her last rapture illumined her face. 
her hand was placed 
Thirteen years later this branch was found 
fresh and intact the coffin when her sacred 
remains were exhumed September 1910. 
After her death extraordinary incidents began 
occur the Carmelite Convent. the 
young saint had foretold, the flesh her 
innocent body had returned dust and only 
the bones were found. 

Sister Theresa the Child Jesus was 
beatified April 29, 1923, and canonized 
May 17, 1925. During the World War 
1914, the French army adopted her their 
special protector. Whole regiments placed 
themselves under her protection and gun 
batteries were called after her. 

interesting note that two years after 
St. Theresa’s canonization took place, 
basilica was built Lisieux, the town where 
St. Theresa lived child. Although the 
gleaming white edifice was the easiest target 
hit from the air, was preserved. More 
than 300 bombs fell around it, yet the struc- 
ture remained intact. Whether 
served the express will God through 
reverence for Him and His Little Flower for 
whom was named only eternity will 
the truth known. However, may look 
upon this God’s reward for those who 
follow St. Theresa’s Way, the Way Spir- 
itual Childhood which means the way offer- 
ing Jesus the gift small sacrifices. 

Only too true are these words St. 
Theresa: “Jesus! Oh, would love Him! 
Love Him has never been loved! 
desire all costs win the palm St. 
Agnes: cannot mine through the 
Shedding Blood, must mine love.”

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Guiding Youth Toward Catholic 


Most counselors and others who work with 
high school youth have been asked the follow- 
ing question many times. want major 
sociology, art speech, etc. Which Cath- 
olic colleges offer good course it?” This 
familiar routine most counselors and 
they are prepared answer it, but many 
times, only within the scope their own ex- 
perience which may extremely limited. 
Many religious will, naturally, attempt 
direct the student toward their own colleges 
because many cases they are their only 
personal contacts with institutions higher 
learning. 

Recognizing this problem, educational re- 
search committee composed religious and 
lay graduate students the course “Educa- 
tional and Occupational Information” the 
1951 summer term the University Notre 
Dame formulated questionnaire which was 
sent the registrars the 256 Catholic col- 
leges and universities the United States. 
The questionnaire consisted introductory 
message explaining the need for and purpose 
the survey, and list the various depart- 
ments found colleges arts and letters, 
science, engineering, commerce, law, and medi- 
cine. Adequate space was supplied that 
registrars could write other specialties which 
were not listed the survey. 

The colleges were asked check their 
strengths and specialties rather than everything 
they offered. might expected, some 
checked most the offerings while others 
were extremely conservative. The results pre- 
sented below reveal the selections made 
the registrars the responding colleges. 
interesting note that approximately 
per cent the colleges returned the question- 
naire. time limit necessitated the closing 
the summer term the University Notre 
Dame, made necessary omit from the 
survey, number colleges and universities 
whose questionnaires were returned after the 
deadline. 

was felt that the survey, incomplete 
was, provided useful tool for counselors 
giving educational information college 
bound students. also calls attention the 
vital fact that Catholic colleges and universi- 
ties are not only comparable, but many 
cases, superior public and other private in- 
stitutions higher learning the various 
fields learning. 

Naturally, any survey can offer only lim- 
ited amount information. strongly 
recommended that counselors use the list 
one instrument guidance. Further informa- 
tion should obtained directly from the col- 
lege question.

Cleaning

Filters are two permanent 
and throwaway.

Clogged filters will not only cut down 
air delivery from the unit ventilators, but 
cold weather will greatly reduce heating 
capacity and mild weather reduce cool- 
ing capacity.

However, 
after either dipping spraying the surplus 
oil should drained for least hours 
before returning the filters the unit 
ventilators.

Father Spiers also recommends the combina- 
tion some the more expensive facilities 
smaller greater effort adjust the 
curriculum for the needs all pupils, and the 
offering higher salaries attract and hold 
competent lay teachers.
